BY FANCIED STORY 


Woman Held In Hotel Wasn't 
in Auto, Say Police as 
Inquest Nears. 


CASE GOES TO GRAND JURY 


Three Men and Two Women Are 
“Shadowed” While Wayman 
Prepares to Act. 


CLEW TO WOMAN'S DISAPPEARANCE 


The case of the motormantacs who ran over 
and killed Publisher John J. Bobn the night 
of Feb. 21 and fled into the night and ob- 
scurity will be laid before State's Attorney 
Wayman for grand jury inquiry. 

The solution of the mystery, which has baf- 
fled city detectives, the coroner, private op- 
eratives, and the relatives of the victim, is 
said to be near at hand. All the names of 
those implicated are known to Coroner Hoff- 
man. Three young men about town and two 
women are implicated. 

Two of the men and the women are in Chi- 
cago, under the espionage of a private de- 
tective agency. The third man has fied to 
Cumberland, Md., but is being watched there. 
One of the women is married. 

The enigmatic Mrs. Fassitt—still clogely 
guarded in rooms at the Morrison hotel—is 
pronounced by the coroner to have lied when 
she said she was a member of the motor 
party. Physicians who have examined her 
pronounce her to be a hypochondriac. Yet 
it was through her and the peculiar stories 
that she told by which the authorities solved 
the problem. 

Bit by bit private operativeg for the Ameri- 
can Detective Service, in the employ of the 
slain man’s brother, pleced out the snatches 
of truth which they gleaned from her hyster- 
ical stories, until they had forged a concise, 
direct, and plausible solution of the mystery. 


Woman’s Story Found True. 

They found Mrs. Fassitt’s story true they 
say, with the exception of the fact that she 
was not a member of the automobile party. 
Her narrative of the wild night ride, of the 
automobile’s occupants, of a chauffeur’s slap- 
ping a woman in the face when she screamed 
as the automobile hit Bohn, is verified. 

But Mrs. Fassitt heard the story from some 
one else—one of the two women who were 
the actual occupants of the auto. That, the 
authorities say, may be why she could not 
identify the suspected male member of the 
motoring party who was brought before her. 
She never had seen him. That, the authort- 
ties say, explains her hysteria. Why she 
fitted the story to herself instead of telling 
the truth at first is not explained. The mo- 
tive may have been mercenary. It may have 
been the vagary of a person mentally unwell. 

She wrote letters to Henry J. Bohn tell- 
ing him that she was in the car which killed 
her brother. She was then brought to Chi- 
cago, where she was kept at the Hotel Grace 
while private detectives began to investigate 
her story. 

When she disappeared from the Hotel Grace 
she is said to have been spirited away by 
one of the two brothers Mving on the north 
side who actually were in the automobile 
which struck the wealthy publisher. The 
detectives say that she was supplied with a 
considerable sum of money to disappear. 


Real Culprits Shielded? 

Mrs. Fassitt was unable to give the names 
of the two brothers correctly, but her twisted 
pronunciation of the name gave the de- 
tectives enough of a clew. Late last week 
the operatives discovered the name of the 
woman who had supplied her with the in- 
formation of the joy ride party. and this 
woman has made a complete statement to 
the agency operatives and the detectives of 
Coroner Hoffman. 

The letters which Mrs. Fassitt claim 
were written to her by Mrs. Anna Engel, 
2000 South State street, reviewing the events 
of the night of the tragedy, were written, 
according to the handwriting expert who ex- 
amined them, by Mrs. Fasaeitt herself, and 
addressed to herself. 

The operatives now are of the opinion 
thet Mrs. Fassitt is doing her utmost to 
throw dust into the eyes of the investiga- 
tors to shield the real culprits in the case. 
Mrs. Engel, it is said, has proven an alibi, 
having accounted for her whereabouts on 
the night of the kiiing of Bohn. 


May Be Called to Testify Today. 

Mrs. Fassitt may be placed on the wit- 
ness stand at the inquest this afternoon, 
which is to be held at 4525 North Clark 
street. If she is placed on the stand at 
all she will be sharply cross questioned and 
will be confronted with new evidence. 


LASHES ROBBERS WITH WHIP.

Women’s Trade Union League 
Demands City Stop Shop 
and Store Disasters. 


FOR PREVENTIVE BUREAU 


Adequate fire protection for women and 
giris employed in factories, workshops, and 
mercantile establishments was demanded 
yesterday by speakers at a meeting of the 
Women's Trade Union league. 

Resolutions were adopted calling upon the 
mayor and city council to take steps to pre- 
vent a recurrence of the Fish furniture store 
fire, the recent stockyards fire In Chicago, 
and such disasters as the Newark and New 
York factory fires, with a lose of life of more 
than 200 persons, mostly women and girls. 

Miss Mary E. McDowell of the University 
of Chicago settlement, who spoke on “‘ Fire 
Protection in Factories,’ urged that the Chi- 
cago fire department be charged with the 
duty of inspection of all buildings. The 
speaker advocated the creation of a “ bu- 
reau of fire prevention ”’ in the fire depart- 
ment, with power to prosecute all violations 
of the inspection laws and ordinances. 


Names Committee to Push Demands. 

A committee of six members of the league 
was appointed to call on the mayor and pre- 
sent the league's demands with reference to 
protection and prevention. In addition to 
Miss McDowell those on the committee are 
Miss Emma Steghagen and Miss Agnes Nes- 
tor, secretary and organizer of the league, 
respectively; Miss Mary Anderson of the 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ union, and Miss 
Esther Kier of the Garment Workers’ union. 

Circulars issued by the league calling for 
compulsory fire drills in shops, factories and 
mercantile establishments were distributed 
at the meeting. Several thousand will be 
sent to working women and gir!s in all parts 
of the city requesting an answer as to the 
condition of fire protection in their places of 
employment. 

“ Do your share to make the working con- 
ditions safe for 125,000 working women in 
Chicago,.”’ the circular reads. “ Fire drifls 
are compulsory in the public schools. Let us 
make fire drills compulsory in shops, fac- 
tories and stores."’ 

Miss McDowell declared that there are 
wooden fire escapes on a number of factory 
buildings and that thousands of women and 
girls are daily in danger of losing their lives 
in factory fire traps. 


Pleads to Save Lives of Women. 

“Nearly 200 persons, mostly wom and 
little girls, have lost their lives in recent 
factory and store fires,”’ said Miss McDowell. 
“ Twenty-five girls lost their lives in the 
Newark fire and 145 persons died in the Tri- 
angle shirtwaist factory fire in New York. 

“Many victims of these disasters were 
made invalids for life. I want you to dwell 
on that. I dan’t think we ever learned how 
many were made invalids in the Fish fire 
here in Chicago. It is hard enough to be an 
invalid when you have plenty of money. But 
think of girls who work for a living and have 
others dependent upon them. 

“TI don’t like to be solemn, and I dislike to 
relate harrowing details, but this is a condi- 
tion that requires solemnity, and Chicago, 
yes, the whole country, ought to be harrowed 
with the terrible details of these disasters. 

“ With factory inspection and fire protec- 
tion these terrible fires happened. Who is 
to blame? Well, I am to blame, forone. We 


} are all to blame for failing to insist upon 


proper remedies and enforcement of the laws. 


Find the Faults After Disacters. 

“ We have factory inspection laws in IIli- 
nois, but we allow the machinery to go on 
and then the firecomes After the lives are 
lost we become hysterical and demand pro- 
tection. After the damage is done we find 


that the fre escapes were of inferior quality

“I noticed, that after the New York factory 
fire the Chicago building commissioner sud- 
denly discovered 4,000 violations of the fire 
escape laws:in Chicago factories and build- 
ings. 
hasn't enough inspectors to do the work. 

“The fire department should do the in- 
spéecting. Officials of the fire department 
know where the danger is. There should be 
a bureau of fire prevention and the fire de- 
partment should have power to prosecuteall 
violations. 


Compares America and Europe. 

“T have talked with city firemen who told 
me that there are buildings in the city where 
women and girls are working that practically 
are without protection in case of fire. These 
people will be burned up because of blocked, 
wooden, and inadequate fire escapes. 

‘We must get quick action ip this matter. 
The Women’s Trade Union league intends to 
insist on enforcement of the law. How can 
we rest and sleep when such conditions exist 
in our city? The annual fire loss per capita 
in American cities is $2.50. In Europe it is 33 
cents. 

“It seems that we have to put everything 
into money in America or we wouldn't under- 
stand it. FE object to reducing this sort of 
thing to a money basis. There must be a 
human economy, as well as @ dollar economy. 
But in Burope they make their good showing 
because they devote their efforts to prevent- 
ing fires, while in America the basis is that of 
extinguishing fires. 

“When the Iroquois fire took place we 
vowed in that solemn moment that such a 
disaster must not happen again. But we let 
it go and then allowed Mr. Fish to burn upa 
lot of people. Now, I ask you to help us do 
something. Let ws have compulsory fire 
drills and let us Insist on protection.”

FALL KILLS WIFE 
OF INDICTED MAN 


Mrs. George W. Fitzgerald 


Dies of Fractured Skull in 
Chase Avenue Home. 


HUSBAND'S TRIAL NEAR. 


Into the life of George W. Fitzgerald, form- 
er assorting teller for the United States sub- 
treasury. now under indictment for the theft 
of $173,000 from the governmert, came an- 
other tragedy, yesterday. 

Mrs. Agnes Fitzgerald, his wife, died early 
Sunday morning in the home, 1X7 Chase 
avenue. Her skull was fractured. Members 
of the family say that she fell down the stairs 
and struck her head against a newel post 

The accident was not reported to the Rog- 
ers Park police. At 8:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning Detectives Edwin Strum and Levi 
Wood were informed by a neighbor aad 
started an investigation. The family ex- 
plained their failure to notify the authori- 
tles as a desire to avoid notoriety. 


Say She Was Alone. 

Mrs. Fitzgerald was alone in the house at 
the time of the fatal accident, according to 
the family. Her husband was on his way 
home from his office atthetime. He broke 
down when he arrived and was informed by 
a doctor that his wife had met with an acci- 
dent and had little or no chance of recovery 

The accident took place at about 5 o'clock 
in the evening. Mrs. Ftizgerald’s brother, 
James Ryan, who lives with the family, and 
her daughter, Julia, say they rang the front 
door bell for admission. 

Ryan had gone down into the basement of 
the house from the outside and had called 
up through a speaking tube. The two say 
they were standing m the front hallway when 
they heard Mrs. Fitzgerald fail. “I broke 
open the door,’ said Ryan. 

“Mrs. Fitzgerald had been working on the 
second floor of the house and had evident!; 
tripped in going down the back stairway 
When I reached the kitchen I found her lying 
unconscious on the floor at the foot of the 
stairs, blood streaming from a small wound 
in her head. I carried her to her bedroom 
and the daughter summoned Dr. F. D. Hol- 
lenbeck, 7128 Ashiand avenue.” 


Court Fight Comes in Week. 

The tragedy in the Fitzgerald home came 
almost on the eve of what may prove one o! 
the important developments In his case now 
pending before the United States District 
court. A week from today Fitzgerald's at- 
torneys will argue a motion to quash the 
indictment charging the former subtreas- 
ury official with robbing the United States 
of $173,000. Mrs. Fitzgeraid has stood faith- 
fully and loyally by her husband in his trou- 
bles since 1907, when the subtreasury was 
robbed. Since that time Fitzgerald's every 
move has been watched by secret service 
men of the government. The robbery tn 
connection with which Fitzgerald has twice 
been arrested occurred Feb. 20, 1907. No 
trace of the stolen bills, all of them of large 
denominations, has been found.

RUSH CULVER, a well-to-do upper Peninsula 
lumberman and former mayor of Marquette. 

Mr. Jones and Mr. Culver are brothers-in- 
law. The latter now resideg at L’ Anse, about 
thirty miles west of here. 

The story. first became known when Mr. 
Jones told. in the presence of Robert C. 
Lowe, city editor of the Mining Journal, and 
United States Deputy Marshal E. D. Mosher, 
that when Hines was in Marquette about two 
years ago he stated in the presence of Mr. 
Jones and Mr. Culver that he (Hines) had 
handied the “‘siop fund” that elected 
“ Billy " Lorimer. 

Mr. Jones’ auditors became inquisitive and 
he explained that Hines came to Marquette 
to transact Dusiness with the Northern Lum- 
ber company at Birch, In which both Culver 
and Jones were interested at the time, and

Whether Hines was in Marquette or Chicago 
at the time Culver would not say. He im- 
plied that he and Hines had talked of poll- 
tics almost every time they met, which wag 
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frequenth, and hence dates of any particular 
conversation were hazy in his mind. Culver 
said Hines had more than once spoken to 
him of money in connection with Lorimer, but 
that he could not say positively whether he 
was talking about some congressional contest 
or the senatorial fight. 

Mr. Jones states positively, however, that 
Hines was talking about the senatorial elec- 
tion in the conversation detailed by him. 


FAULKNER TO FACE INQUIRY. 
With the next meeting of the Helm com- 
mittee three days away, John J. Healy, coun- 
gel for the committee, will continue his Chi- 
ago investigations into the Lorimer election. 
His first conference today will be with 
Charlies J. Faulkner of the legal department 
of Armour & Co. A morning newspaper yes- 
terday published a story to the effect that 
Mr. Faulkner had left suddenly for Europe 
the preceding @Vening, implying connection 
with the supposed interest of packing com- 
panies in the Lorimer election. 
Mr. Faulkner had been at West Baden, 
Ind., for a week, on his usual spring vaca- 
tion. He returned to Chicago early in the 
morning and was confronted with the story, 
and after a conference with Alfred R. Urion, 
chief couriszel for Armour & Co., telephoned 
Mr. Healy, denied the story in full, and of- 
fered to appear before him at any time. 


Faulkner Makes Statement. 

He issued the following formal statement: 
“That story was unjust and wholly with- 
ow foundation. My whereabouts easily could 
have been ascertained. I know nothing of the 
Helm committee's elnquirys or. thes basis for 
it with which my name is connected, nor can 
I learn of any inquiry for me or attempt to 
serve Me with the subpcena during my ab- 
sence. I called up Mr. Healy, counsel! for the 
committee, and he knew nothing of any sub- 
poena being issued for me. I have been con-. 
templating going to Europe on matters in 
connection with my professional duties, but 
thet is indefinite and certainly does not war- 
rant the innuendo that it is for the purpose 
suggested in the article referred to.” 
The European trip, it was learned in other 

, quarters, has been contemplated for several 
weeks, and is in connection withthe long dis- 
pute between the German state department 
and American fertilizer concerns over potash 
comtracts. Mr. Faulkner has been one of 
counsel for the American interests since the 
opening of the controversy a year ago. 


Healy Talks of Plans. 

“‘I shall talk with Mr. Faulkner early this 
morning at my office,’’ said Mr. Healy. “I 
have his denial of any connection with the 
affair, but I shall investigate the entire case 
before abandoning it.”

On that 
day Edward Tilden of Chicago,) president of 
the National Packing company, is summoneéa 
tO appear as a witness. He was named in 
the testimony last week of Clarence Funk, 
general manager of the Internationa] Har- 
vester company. 

Outside of the persons employed by the 
Helm committee no one has any knowledge 
concerning its future plans for conducting 
the inquiry. In consequence there is no way 
of knowing what trend the inquiry will take 
after Tilden’s testimony is taken. Since the 
committee concluded its session last Wednes- 
day, two process servers have been scouring 
the state with subpoenas for persons who are 
wanted as witnesses. It is expected all of 
those who have been served will be present 
when the hearing is resumed.

Says Federal Jury Is 
Ready to Act. 


HINES EXPOSE A FACTOR. 


Lobbyists’ Activities for Lori- 
imer Bring Combine 
Into Disrepute, 


— 


Philadephia, Pa., April 10, 8 a. m.—,Spe- 
clal,]—The North American today prints the 
following dispatch under a Washington 
date: 

“ Investigation of the lumber trust by a 
federal grand jury will be started within 
the next two or three weeks. Every effort 
has been exerted by the department of jus- 
tice to keep the plane of the government 
secret. 

* Enough been learned from other 
sources, however, to afford substantial basis 
for the assertion that the evidence already 
collected is deemed sufficient for presenta- 
tion to a grand jury with a view to criminal 
proceedings against the corporations and 
individuals who compose the combinations 
generally designated as the lumber trust. 


Hines’ Activities Brings Disrepute. 
“The great lumber intérests af the coun- 
try have recently been brought into addl- 
tional public disfavor as among the chief 
Supporters of Senator William Lorimer, 
through the activity in behalf of Mr. Lorimer 
of Edward Hines, millionaire lumberman of 
Chicago, who has represented the lumber 
interests generally in Washington. 
“Hines recently appeared before the ways 
‘and means committee of the house and the 
finance committee of the senate in opposition 
to Canadian reciprocity because of the dam- 
age he insisted would be done the lumber in- 
terests. Before that he had called upon the 
president to protest against the notoriety 
which was being giveri the lumber combina- 
tions by the investigation into their affairs 
made by the commissioners of corporations. 
“Mr. Hines, it is reported, urged the pres- 
ident to make public al! the information ob- 
tained by the commissioner of corporations, 
asserting it could not show the existence of 
a lumber trust, because none existed, and 
that it would therefore tend to stop what Mr. 
Hines declared was ‘ harmful misrepresen- 
tation’ of the men and corporations engaged 
in the lumber business. 


Existence of Combination Shown. 
“Soon after this. the bureau of corpora- 
tions published a bulletin on the private 
ownership of timber lands, which, so far 
from dispelling the suspicion that there is a 
lumber trust, presented information which 
clearly indicated the existence of such a com- 
bination. Necessarily the prospective in- 
vestigation of the trust has no relation what- 
ever to the Lorimer case, and yet it also is 
obvious that each has a bearing upon the 
other 
‘Hines’ efforts to elect Lorimer were 
firet enlisted when, according to his own 
testimony, he was urged by Senators Ald- 
rich and Penrose to do what he could to 
break the deadlock in the Illinois legislature, 
in order that another vote could be obtained 
for the Aldrich tariff bill and the high rates 
of duty on lumber which Hines demanded 
for the lumber interests. 
‘*‘ Hines and the lumber trust warted pro- 
tection. Aldrich and Penrose declared an 
additional vote for the Aldrich bill would 
accomplish most in obtaining for them the 
tariff rates they wanted. 


Beginning of Lorimer Scandal. 
“ There seems to be no question that this 
was the beginning of the Lorimer scandal, 
the first opening of the flood gates of corrup- 
tien which apparently overwhelmed the IIIi- 
nois legislature and placed Lorimer in his 
tainted seat in the senate of the’ United 
States. : 
“It is, therefore, a most striking coinci- 
dence that at the time that members of the 
United States senate are planning to rein- 
vestigate the Lorimer election and the part 
played by Edward Hines in that notorious 
proceeding, a federal grand jury should be 
upon the eve of an investigation of the hum- 
ber combinations, the special privilege 
greed of which started the Lorimer move- 
ment im Illinols, and the activities of the same 
Edward Hines in relation to the lumber busi- 
ness of the country. 
“ The clearest intimation of the strength of 
the testimony against the lumber combina- 
tions is that it is deemed sufficient to begin 
proceedings upon. Necessarily its character 
is not definitely known. 


Plans of Government Shielded. 
“The only information made public by the 
government bearing upon the subject is that 
contained in the report of the commissioner 
of corporations upon the ownership of the 
timber supply of the country. 

“ This report shows that, while forty years 
ago at least three-fourths of the timber sup- 
ply was owned by the government, now 
four-fifths of it is privately owned. It passed 
from the control of the government chiefly 
through enormous grants to railroad, canal, 
and wagon road companies and by the viola- 
tion and evasion of public land laws, which 
were themselves wholly inadequate to pro- 
tect the public interest. 

“The great timber supply of the country 
which but a short time ago belonged to the 
people of the United States, is now owned 
by corporations and individuals, and the 
public has received little if any benefit from 
the transfer. But the value of the holdings

Says Trubey Was Failure.

One-third Willed to Husband. 

“It left only one-third of her property to 
her husband, and she wanted to know If her 
husband could refuse to accept the will and 
get a larger share.

Federation Leader Says Colo- 
nel Will Unite in Form- 
ing New Faction. 


WILL FIGHT~SOCIALISM. 


Supporters of Latter Attempt to 
Gain Men from Various 
Unions. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 9—[{Special.)— 
Within the next twelve monthe a new politi- 
cal party will be organized by the American 
Federation of Labor and Theodore Roosevelt 
for protection against the Socialists, accord- 
ing to a statement made today by a man 
high in authority in the labor movement. 

‘It is not so much for the strength we hope 
to develop in the capture of public offices or 
influence upon the conduct of the national 
government,”’ this man explained, “as it is 
for a check to socialism that we will organize. 


Expects to Gain Slowly. 

“ We do not expect such immediate strength 
as was shown by the British Laborites. Of 
course we hope in time to make our impress 
upon the political affairs of city, state, and 
nation, but we will be satisfied at the begin- 
ning if we prevent the recruiting of the mem- 
bers of labor unions for the forces of social- 
ism. 

“The need for such a movement as a labor 
party affords has been apparent for some 
time to the leaders of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. We have found that Socialists 
have entered labor unions for the purpose of 
enticing our men into their own ranks, and 
that soctalism in America looks upon every 
lost strike as an opportunity to gain converts. 


Peril Known Long Time. 

“To us the peril has been known for along 
time, and the hour is near when we must 
become politically militant if we are to pre- 
vent our local unions from becoming mere re- 
crulting places for the followers of Marx. 

“The movement for a labor party is not 
formulated to the point where anything may 
be made public officially.”’

Limantour Envoy to Diaz. 

“ Joseph E. Limantour, the Mexican min- 
ister of finance, was in New York at the 
time. Ambassador Wilson went to New 
York after delivering his message at Wash- 
ington and had a conference with Sefior 
Limantouf at the Plaga hotel on the night 
of his arrival. 

“What Mr. Wilson told Sefion Limantour 
was that he [Wilson] was to be the bearer of 
& message from the government of the United 
States to President Diaz. The message 
was in effect that the United States gov- 
ernment would view as an unfriendly act 
the carrying into effect of the clauses of 
that secret treaty; that President Diaz would 
be given six days from the time of the re- 
ceipt of the message orally from Ambassador 
Wilson in which to abrogate thet treaty 
with Japan. 

“If positive assurances that such compli- 
ance had been made were not given at the 
end of six days the United States govern- 
ment would take whatever action it shouké 
see fit to defend itself against the unwar- 
ranted action of both Mexico and Japan. 


Diaz Submits to Demand? 

“Mr. Wilson arrived in the City of Mexico 
within three days of the arrival of Sefior 
Limantour. Within a week of his return the 
order went out from Washington recalling all 
of the American ships of war from the Mex- 
ican coast. It was ennounced officially that 
this was done because Mexico ha@ requested 
it, It did not comport with the dignity of the 
Mexican government that ships of another 
power should be patrolling its coasts. 

“The withdrawal] of the ships was the only 
outward sign of the fact that Mexico had 
complied with the demands of the Washing- 
ton government. 

“ The next and the last move in thie tense 
diplomatic game was on President Taft's 
initiative. He sent a message to the Em- 
peror of Japan deprecating the revival! of the 
wild rumors concerning the growth of hos- 
tility between the two nations and reassuring 
the emperor of the permanency of the his- 
torical relations which existed between the 
two nations. 


Uchida Denies Jap Motive, 


DRIVES OUT 6,000 


Segregated District Is Swept 
by Flames, Which Destroy 
5,000 Houses. 


FIRE COVERS 


Palatial Places in Ruins; Many 
Persons Injured, but None 
Dead. 


TOKIO, Apri} 9.—The notorious Yoshiwart. 
the principal quarter of Tokio inhabited by 
the licensed hetariae, was destroyed by fire 
today. 

Many of these houses were almost palatia} 
in appearance, and a thousand of them were 
burned in a little more than three hours. Over 
6,000 women inmates were made homeless. 

The Yoshiwari Is conducted under govern- 
ment licenses, which provide for the estab- 
Ushment of hospitals, and several of these 
institutions also were burned. 


Five Thousand Houses Burn. 

The fire, which began at 11:80 o'clock in the 
morning, spread over a vast area. It was 
fanned by a strong southern wind and the 
flames were swept to the surrounding struc- 
tures to the north. Altogether it ie esti- 
mated that 5,000 houses are in ruins, cover- 
ing an area one mile square. 

A large aumber of women were severely 
injured, but so far as is known there have 
been no deaths. Five hundred troops are 
guarding the territory tonight. 

When the wind died down on the clear night 
the entfre northern skies of Tokio were ablaze 
from the glowing embers. It is impossible at 
present to estimate the total loss. 


All Under Municipal Surveillance. 
The Yoshiweri lies about one mile to the 
north of Asakusa park. The district present-

Resolutions for Abolition of War 
Adopted in Brooklyn. 


LETTER FROM TAFT IS READ. 


Plymouth Votes to Work for Ratifica- 
tion of Treaty. 


New York, April 9.—Resolutions in favor 
of the abolition of war were adopted by 
Plymouth chureh, Brooklyn, tonight. They 
will be cabled to London to be read toa 
peace meeting to be held under the auspices 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury and the 
leaders of the Nonoonformist union. The 
resolutions read; 

“ Resolved, by Plymouth church, That pub- 
lic war is out of date and that the nations 
of the world, by a league of peace among 
themselves, ought to make its recurrence 
hereafter impossible."’ 

For the ratification of the proposed ar- 
bitration treaty between the United States 
and Great Britain, Piymouth church voted 
to work on this side of the Atlantic by 
urging upon churches to devote a Sunday 
during May, to be known as Peace and Ar- 
bitration Sunday, to advocate the adoption 
of the treaty. 

The following letter from President Taft 

was read by the Rev. Dr. Newell Dwight 
inte, the pastor: 

“I wish great success for your meeting. 
I sincerely hope we may work out a treaty 
of arbitration with England which will con- 
tribute by its example to the genera! peace 
of the world. It is gratifying to find how 
universal ig the support of the plan.”

FINDS A “CANCER DISTRICT.” 


French Statistician Discovers Relation 
Between Geographical Lines and 
Dreaded Disease. 


PARIS, April 9.—A communication rela- 
tive to cancer in France has been made to 
the Academy of Medicine by Dr. Bertillon, 
the statistician. He says that if a line is 
drawn from Caen to Angers and thence from 
Dijon to Meziéres it will, with the northern 
frontier, include all the departments which 
are most affected by cancer. 

The fatal square is chiefiy formed by the 
chalky basin. of which Paris is the center. 
Outside this region, with the exception of the 


Vendée and Isére, cancer i¢ three or four | 


times more rare than in it.

Hot Springs, Ark, April 9.—[Special.]— 
Carter H. Harrigon is thought to have taken 
a hand today in the deliberations of the Chi- 
cago council committee on cemmittees in ses- 
sion here. A telegram recetved by Ali. Peter 
Reinberg is said to have contained a dictum 
that Ald. W. J. Pringle, Republican head of 
the committee on gas, oil, and electric light, 
must be removed from that position. 

The theory that this was the portent of the 
message was supported by information that 
Harrison had instructed his supporters be- 
fore they left Chicago that a Democrat must 
head the fight for cheaper gas which he 
made an issue in his campaign. A deadlock 
on this continued all day and prevented the 
consideration of other positions on the slate. 


Part of Slate Presented. 

After the evening session the Democrats 
gave out a statement of’ what they thought 
the lineup of the committee on committees 
should be. Their slate follows: 

NORTH SIDE—Bauler and Reinberg, Democrats: 
Foell and Clettenberg, Republicans. 

WEST S1D—Cermak, Danisch, Twigg, and 
Donahoe, Democrats; Lawley, Healy, and Fors- 
berg. 

SOUTH SIDE—Richert and Block, Democrats; 
Snow and Parker, Republicans. 

This would give the Harrison Democrats 
exclusive representation for thelr party and 
would give the Busse Republicans an advan- 
tage over other factions of that party. 


Only One Place Agreed Upon. 

The only position determined upon by the 
organization committee is that of the chair- 
man of the finance committee, but theaward 
of that to Ald.

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COOKING IN PAPER BAGS. 

An interesting international “ paper bag” 
cooking contest has been declared a draw. 
Nerr Lampert of Frankfort, with a spe 
cially prepared oven using indirect heat, 
and M. Soyer, a Frenchman of London, 
using an ordinary oven with direct heat, 
were the contestants. Herr Lampert con- 
tended that the Soyer method had been 
known a hundred years and was of use 
only in the hands of an expert, whereas 
his paper bag invention was new and was 
“fool proot’’—food could not be spoiled 
even by a husband deserted for the summer 
by his wife. 

When the contest had been judged, Herr 
Lampert remained of this opinion.. He 
_ cooked cod steaks, rolled pork, braised beef, 
chicken, apples, tomatoes and potatoes. M. 
Soyer prepared turbot, tomatoes, stewed 
beef, chicken, golden plover, apples and 
new and old potatoes. Herr Lampert 
placed his viands in paper bags. M. Soyer 
wrapped his in two thicknesses of heavy 
paper. , 

The contest was not conducted withont 
its protests. The German claimed a 
* foul” because the Frenchman was de- 
tected putting onion in the stew, water 
on the fish, and a slice of bacon on the 
plover. He argued that his own method 
required no such aids, no butter, no fat, no 
oil, no dripping, no water, no steam, and 
no pots or pans. The judges ruled that 
M. Soyer was within his rights with re- 
gard to the onion, bacon, etc. 

The final decision gave the German sup- 
port for his contention that his was the 
method for amateurs. ‘‘ Herr Lampert,” 
the judges found, “has shown that for 
unskilled persons his oven has proved it- 
self to possess certain obvious advantages. 
Food cannot be burned by his method ot 
cooking, and it can be left longer in his 
oven than in one heated directly.” 

That being the case we are obliged to 
be more interested in the German paper 
bag method than in the French. Herr Lam- 
pert says of it: 

“The guaranty is now given that any 
one, even without knowledge of cooking, 
can employ my paper bag method to pro- 
duce perfectly cooked food. In my stove 
fish, flesh, fowl, vegetables, fruit, pastry, 
etc., are placed indiscriminately into the 
stove without one tainting the other with 
fits peculiar flavor. The required temper- 
ature is ascertained and kept at the same 


' spoiling, however long the viands are kept 

in the oven. The housewife is emanci- 
pated from the worry of the kitchen, waste 
\ of food and’ gas and kitchen smell are 
avoided. - My method is for the million. 
It is ‘ foolproof’ and not meant for experts 
only.”

If too sudden a change from leniency to 
severity is deemed unwise, let the judges 
give notice that after May 1 all violators of 
the speed law would be fined to the limit. 
Then in a few months we should be in ua 
position to know. whether as many men, 
women, and children were being run over 
and vehicles run into under the new treat- 
ment as there were under the old. 


FOR JUSTICE AND SOCIAL 
ECONOMY. 

Illinois has waited too long for a system 
of. compensation for industrial accidents. 
We are living still in this year of grace 1911 
under legal conditions which are, or ought 
to be, as obsolete as the oxecart. They are, 
in fact, of the era of that vehicle. 

We have, of course, those survivals of an 
earlier age of economic organization, the 
“ common law defenses,” the fellow servant, 
assumed risk, and contributory negligence 
doctrines. But there is a worse evil than 
these. Hven if they were abolished the evil 
would remain, an evil from which the em- 
ployé, the employer, and the public all suffer, 
and from which they will continue to suffer 
despite any change in legal doctrines of lia- 
bility. 

That evil is the necessity for litigation. 
At present the injured worker has one of 
two hard alternatives. He may accept such 
voluntary settlement as his employer offers 
him in lieu of damages, or he may go into 
court. 

The result is he goes into court if he can, 
and the result is long delay and an expense 
that eats up the damages if he ever gets any. 

There are some eloquent statistics on the 
wastefulness of this litigation. The data 
of liability insurance companies show that 
only about 25 per cent of the amount of pre- 
mium paid ever reaches the beneficiaries. 
And even this per cent is long delayed in 
payment—namely: about 16 per cent during 
the first year, 37 per cent second year, 20 per 
cent third year, 14 per cent fourth year, and 
the remaining 13 per cent scattered over six 
years following. 

The alternative for submitting to this 
shrinkage amd delay is the acceptance of 
voluntary settlement. 

The injustice and waste of al! this can be 
abolished. by a proper compensation act. 
There is now in the Illinois house, it having 
already passed the senate, a bill to estab- 
lish a system of compensation for indus- 
trial accidents which was in its original 
form compulsory. Since the recent decision 
of the New York Court of Appeals, holding a 
.s0mewhat similar law unconstitutional, the 
Illinois bill will have to be modified so as to 
make it voluntary. But even in this form 
it seems to Tue Trrsunpe that it ought to 
be passed at this session without fail. 

The voluntary feature is not fatal. A rea- 
sonable compensation system is unquestion- 
ably in the interest of both employer and 
employé. This will be recognized more and 
more clearly as the law proves itself in oper- 
ation. Already the state federation of labor 
favors this system, and the Chicago federa- 
tion does also in principle, though it insists 
upon the abrogation of the common law de- 
fenses as a prior step. On the other hand, 
the acceptance by employers is assured froin 
the fact that the fixed compensation system 
offers them a more definite and safer basis 
for, insurance, and the consequent ability to 
charge it off to the consumer. The repre- 
sentatives of the employers on the liability 
commission favored the compensation sys- 
tem, which may be taken as evidence that 
employers, as a class, would accept the sye- 
tem under a voluntary law. 

If they did not, it would then be justifiable 
to do away with the common law defenses, 
or modify them so radically as to induce the 
employer to adopt the compensation alterna- 
tive. 

The justice and economy of the compensa- 
tion system to all concerned ought to assure 
the passage of a voluntary law and its gen- 
eral adoption. This reform should be uo 
longer delayed. Weare almost alone among 
the so-called civilized nations to cling to the 
chaps, and cruelty, and waste of the system 
of compensation through litigation. Illinois 
is disgraced by such a social and economic 
wrong. It is a challenge to her head and to 
| her heart. Let that challenge be answered 
in common sense and common humanity.

It is based on 
the conviction that the judiciary should be 
subject as little as possible to the va- 
garies of politics and that the character 
of its membership should not be deter- 
mined by partisanship. This determina- 
tion prevails in elections aud it should be 


effective in primaries. 

The voters thus create a true merit sys- 
tem and encourage men of legal and judi- 
cial ability to look to the bench as to a 
place where service will be rewarded con- 
It is a valuable public asset 
It comes 


sistently. 
that this feeling should exist. 
up for consideration now because tomor- 
row the voters in their different parties 
will nominate four candidates for the Su- 
perior court and one for the Circuit court. 
Republicans have offered to them the 
names of two sitting judges in the Superior 
court—Judge Marcus A. Kavanagh and 
Judge William H. McSurely. Judge Kav- 
anagh is of long experience and out of that 
experience has grown judicial wisdom and 
practical knowledge. To lose the benefit 
of this expertness gained at public expense 
Judges Kavanagh 
and McSurely deserve renomination on 
their records. Former Judges Freeman 
and Barnes also would like to “ go back.” 
Their records are well known, as they re- 
tired only last fall, when everything Re- 
publican went into the voters’ waste paper 
basket. There are several other good men 
offering their services for the Superior 
court and Republicans should have no trou- 
ble in picking four candidates of merit. 
On the Democratic side Judge Joseph H. 
Fitch, elected last fall to fill a vacancy, is 
a candidate. In the Bar association pri- 
mary Mr. Fitch “led all the rest,” and 
the three who followed in order were WG. J. 
‘Latge, C. N. Goodwin, and Frank L. Childs. 
For the Circuit court vacancy, Thomas 
Taylor Jr. was regarded with exceptional 
favor by the members of the Bar associa- 
tion, he receiying four times as many votes 
as any other Republican aspirant. On the 
Democratic side of the house Sigmund Zeis- 
ler and J. P. McGoorty ran neck and neck, 
the former leading the latter by one vote. 
The citizens’ task of making a wise choice 
should not be difficult and the choice sbould 
include the sitting judges. 


POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 
Some of the men who took part in the re- 
cent meeting of the American Bankers’ as- 
sociation said the postal savings deposito- 


ries now in operation had not met all the 


expectations of some of the friends of the 
system. No doubt that istrue, There were 
oversanguine friends who looked for great 
instantaneous results and who may be a 
little disappointed. The more judicious 
friends. of postal savings banks have not 
been disappointed. The showing thus far 
has been satisfactory to them. 

We shall soon have more data And be in 
a position to form a more accurate conclu- 
sion. The postmaster general has desig- 
nated forty-five more branch banks in as 
many states and territories. They wil] he 
opened in a short time. La Salle is the post- 
office chosen for Illinois and Gary for In- 
diana. The latter is a wise choice because 
of ‘the large foreign population. If the 
workers in the steel mills there shall make 
liberal use of the facilities for the safe keep- 
ing of their earnings which are to be offered 


them, men of their class everywhere will be 


prompt to utilize them when they have the 
opportunity. 

The experimental stage of the posta] say- 
ings bank system is past. From now on 
there will be steady additions to the number 
of depositories. They will be made deliber- 
ately. It will be the policy of the depart- 
ment to consider in selecting new localities 
the inadequacy of banking facilities, the 
money order business done, and the effi- 
ciency of postmasters. Therefore it will ke 
some time before every postoffice shall be a 
depositery. More rapid progress would be 
desirable, but the revenues of the depart- 
ment do not permit.

Charies Nicoullaud, one of the best 

Known literary men in Paris, in con- 

nectlon with the extraordinary de- 

cision just given by the Supreme 
Court of Appeal in France in connection with 
the ‘‘ Memoirs of the Comtesse de Boigne,”’ 
which, translated into almost every European 
language, have been one of the greatest suc- 
cesses in works of that kind of the last 
twenty or thirty years. 

The Comtesse de Boigne left the manu- 
script of her four volumes of memoirs to 
the late Duc d'Audiffret-Pasquier, the hero 
of the last of the many romances of her 
wonderful career. The devising clause in her 
will, dated 1862, reade as follows: 

“I leave to the care of the Marquis Pas- 
quier [the then title of the duke) four vol- 
umes of manuscript of my reminiscences, on 
the understanding that he should do nothing 
therewith save with the approval of my 
brother, the Marquis d’Osmond, as long as 
the latter lives. Save for this stipulation, the 
Marquis Pasquier is entirely free to do what 
he wishes with the manuscript, and I leaveto 
him every right of initiative in connection 
with the work. I do not know whether it is 
worth while being published.” 

The Duke d’Audiffret-Pasquier gave the 
manuscript to M. Nicoullaud, and the latter, 
after dve consultation gvith the Beirs of the 
duke, pubUshed the work.

As soon as its great financial and literary 
success was assured a claim was put for- 
ward to all the profits derived from the pub- 
lication and gale of the work Vy a Mlle. 
Modot. ‘She was the fair friend of the late 
Marquis d’Osmond and the mother of his 
daughter, whom he legally regognized as 
his own. ( 

The marquis in question was the nephew 
of the Comtesse de Boigne, and as the son of 
her brother he was her legal heir. Mlle. 
Modot insists that her daughter, as the rec- 
ognized offspring of the Marquis d’Osmond, 
is his legal heir and has the sole right to the 
memoirs and to all the money derived from 
their sale. 

She argues, moreover, that they should 
not have Veen published without her author- 
ization as guardian of her daughter. To this 
the heirs of the late Duke d’Audiffret-Pas- 
quier replied the membdirs were given by the 
Comtesse de Boigne to him without any 
stipulation; that he in turn had given the 
manuscript to Charles Nicoullaud; and that 
inasmuch as they—that is to say, the heirs 
of the Duke d’Audiffret-Pasquier—had re- 
ceived no pecuniary benefit from the publica- 
tion it was ridiculous to claim damages from 
them. 

The matter was carried from one tribunal 
to another, and the Supreme court recog- 
nized the right of Mlle. Modot, or rather of her 
daughter, to the memoirs of the Comtesse 
de Boigne and to all the moneys derived- 
until now or resulting in “he future from 
their publication, at the same time according 
an indemnity of $5,000 to Nicoullaud for his 
trouble In compiling and efiting them, 

The Supreme and final court of appeal 
has now not only confirmed Mile. Modot’s 
daughter in the ownership of the memoirs 
of the Comtesse de Boigne, but has deprived 
Charles Nicoullaud of his indemnity.

The Comtesse de Boigne was a member of 
the Osmond family, one of the most ancient 
and historic in France. On her mother's 
side she came from the Dillons of Roscom- 
mon, a branch of which had settled in Bor- 
deaux in the early part of the eighteenth 
century. In her childhood she resided at 
the court of her uncle, the archbishop of Nor- 
bonne, and after the outbreak of the revo- 
lution emigrated to Englend, where her 
mother, the Comtesse d’'Osmond, became ex- 
tremely intimate with Mrs. Fitzherbert, the 
morganatic wife of George, regent, Prince of 
Wales. 

She sacrificed her happiness for the sake 
of her parents, then in a state of penury, by 
merrying General de Boigne, who had 
shaken the pagoda tree—that ie to say, 
amassed a large fortune In India. 

He was @ man of the most humble extrac- 
tion, whose real name was Leborgue, and 
who had enliested in an Irish regiment in the 
service of the French in India, and after 
various shifts of fortune entered that of the 
maharajah of Scindia and helped him to or- 
ganize his army, becoming its commander in 
chief. 

On his return to Europe he spent a con- 
siderable amount of his !!1 gotten money in 
benefactions to his native town of Cham- 
bery, which later on won for him the title 
of count from the king of Sar@inia. His

DENIES SCALPING CHARGE. 

Chicago, April 8.—[To the Briend of the 
People. |—Possibly you can induce the man: 
agement of the Majestic theater toexplain 
why a patron cannot buy seats for the main 
floor in front of the twentieth row when ue 
applies at the box office at 7:30 p. m., but is 
able to get a large selection of seats 10, 
front of the house if he defers his applica- 
tion till 8 o’clock. 

This house does not undertake to reserve 
seats by telephone. Three times within the 
last three months I have applied for seats on 
the main floor in front of the twentieth row 
at 7:30, only to be told that the house was 
sold out to the twentieth row. Thereupon 
I have bought box seats and found that the 
back rows were well filled up but the entire 
front of the house was practically empty 
until 8 o’clock, at which hour the seats rap- 
idly filled up. 

One day at noon I sought to buy at the 
box office a pair of seats for the evening 
performance and was offered several pairs 
behind the twentieth row for any of the re- 
maining evenings of the week, but nothing 
better was to be had. I thereupon applied 
to the ticket broker in the Morrison hotel 
and was offered a pair of tickets in the 
eighth row for $2.75, a premivm of $1.25 
over their actual value. .The broker also 
offered me choice front seats for any of the 
remaining evenings of the week. a ae a 


To this complaint the following reply is 
made by Mr. Lyman B. Glover: 

Estimated by ite general tone, the above estate- 
ment is grossly misleading and untrue. We do 
constantly reserve seats by telephone and our rule 
here also ie, invariably, ‘‘ first come, first served.” 
No one ever could buy tickets from scalpers in 
fromt of the Majestic theater for the reason that 
we have waged « relentless warfare upoo them, 
and always dzive them away from the door. The 
implication that these lawless guertilias get the 
ticketa from us ie absurdly untrue. They obtain 
a few seate at a time through messengers un- 
known to our box office, and if the police are 
unable to prevent them from doing business on 
the streeta, we certainly cannot be expected to 
do so, having no jurisdiction even in front of the 
theater. 

As to getting seate better than the twentieth 
row at 7:30 In the evening at the Majestic theater: 
I am: pleased to my that this is ueually impossible 
owing to our large advance sale. We are in the 
business to gel) seats as rapidly as possible, not 
to hold them back for the benefit of tardy people 
who never think of ordering until the last mo- 
ment. People holding reserved seats come when 
they pleage, particularly to a vaudeville house, 
and naturally the front seats, though sold, do not 
fill up until ticket holders choose to take poe- 
session of them. 

As to the allegation of this complainant that he 
secured tickets in the Morrison hotel, after apply- 
ing to'the box office, I need only say that we do 
not furnish that hotel with any tickets. If any 
are on sale there they are obtained in a #sur- 
reptitious manner on the plan pursued by the 
sidewalk scalpers—eand most of the tickets offered 
for sale about town are secured im this manner, 
contrary to the wieh of theater managers. At 
most not more than 2 per cent of the theater 
tickete are regularly sold in recognized and legiti- 
mate hotel agencies, and this number is so small 
as to practically cut no figure im the supply re- 
maining at the box office.

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CHICAGO GROWING BETTER? 


S CHICAGO growing better? Three 
theaters closed this week and gave holy 
week gs the reason. The Rev. Johnston 
Myers, pastor of Immanuel Baptist 
church, says the city is improving. He 

preached yesterday morning on the subject 
“Christ Weeping Over Chicago.’" Despite 
the title, he pointed out marked progress 


- Chicago had mace in the way of reform in 


the more flagrant forms of vice. He spoke on 
the report of the vice commission recently 
made to the mayor and city council. 

“If the report of the vice commission had 
been made ten years ago,’” he said. “ it would 
have revealed a far worse condition of things. 
Chicago has greatly improved in the last 
decade. The social! evil is restrained. the 
liquor traffic has been curtailed, and there is 
far less gambling. Most of the vice spoken 
of in this report is practiced under the cover 
of carkness and in strict secrecy. 

“I recently have. been abroad, and, in Bos- 
toh, New York, and other American cities. 
My observation is that in most of these 
places vice is more in evidence than in Chi- 
CARO. 

“An aggressive campaign is necessary, 
however, to create public sentiment sufficient 
to compel police officers to enforce the laws 
against vice literally, We do not need more 
laws nor more organizations. The morals 
court and commission recommended by the 
vice commission is superfluous. It is only 
necessary that our present officers and laws 
shall be made effective.”’ 

* The recommendations of the vice commis- 
sion are practical, sane, and sensible,” said 
the Rev. M. P. Boynton, pastor of the Lexing- 
ton Avenue Baptist church in a discussion of 
the report in preface to the regular evening 
sermon. ‘“'I would erpecially commend tie 
suggestion for a morals commission and a 
morals court. 

* All churches and ministere ought to give 
serious heed to the recommendations of the 
One feature of the vice re- 
port I want to take issue with—namely: mu- 
nicpally controlled dance halle.

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HATS MAKE HER BAT 


NOVEL OPERATING ROOM USED 
IN NEW YORK CITY HOSPITAL. 


Incisions in Body Made in Partial 
Vacuum While Compressed Air Is 
Forced Into Patient’s Lungs. 


New York, April 8.—{Special.]—A new kind 
of operating room—the first of its kind in the 
United States—was opened today at the Ger- 
man hospital. In one of two steel vaults of 
the room the patient can be operated on fn 
& partial vacuum where the air pressure 
against his body is equal to that on a moun- 
tain top 10,000 feet high. In another steel 
vault the patient’s head may be inclosed in 
& compressed air cell which will carry air 
to his lungs at increased pressure. 

The.compresed air is forced into the pa- 
tient’s lungs so they will not collapse when 
the lung casing is cut into. Heretofore sur- 
geons have been reluctant to perform opera- 
tions necessitating any interference with the 
organs above the upper stomach wall, the 
reason being that there was almost inva- 
riably a collapse of the lungs, followed by a 


shock that in many cases proved fatal. The | 


complicated machinery by which a partial 
vacuum is produced in one operating cham- 
ber and an extra pressure of air in another 
was constructed In this city and set up in 
a new wing of the German hospital built. es 
pecially for it.

Mrs. J. H. Clancey of Naperville spoke at the 
Saturday meeting of the Catholic Woman's 
league on “ Woman's World.” 

“ The increased cost of living is due as much 
to the heedless housekeeper as to the dishonest 
merchant who shortens his weight of sixty- 
four pounds of potatoes to a bushel to the 
forty-six or forty-eight which we accept as 
full measure in most of the markets,” said 
Mrs. Clancey. 

“The housewife today is losing 15 per cent 
on all her purchases, and the effects of this 
systematic stealing are far reaching. Today 
when we are called upon for so much in the 
way of funds for charity and missionary work, 
that 15 per cent saved would be sufficient to 


cover these good works, and we might have a 
surplus. 

“In addition to the loss of weight in the 
bushel of potatoes, there usually are three or 
four onions shy in the quart measure, two 
ounces of sugar less in the pound, and two 
ounces off on a loaf of bread. If one figures 
on the coal proposition, at the rate of basket- 
fuls, one pays $40 a ton. This affects the poor 
more than the rich, who are able to buy by the 
ton. The poor would not suffer in this way if 
it were not for our indifference to conditions. 

‘‘Bread is called the etaff of life, yet we 
pay the miller millions of dollars every year 
to poison our bread with his bleaching proc- 
ess, which robs the grain of the nourishment 
nature intended for it. Cold std0rage eggs 
bought in the summer at 11 cents a dozen are 
sold three years later at the maximum price as 
fresh eggs. Woman's household duties come 
first, and it is up to her to see that weight 
laws, as well as the pure food laws, are en- 
forced.”

If the rice 
has to be stirred use a fork—if stirred too 
much it becomes soggy.

ALL JOCKEYING FOR PLACE.

Washington, D. C., April A—Dt is daily be- 
coming manifest that congress is facing a 
stormy session and that there can be made 
no forecast of the probable legislative re- 
sults. 

The fact that both great political parties 
are badly divided is no. longer denied and 
the leaders appear to have little hope of re- 
storing anything more than surface harmony, 

There are virtually four parties, each with 
a large representation. working at odds in 
the present session.

The breach 
between these two factions is even wider 
in the Republican majority of the senate. 

Bryan Again an Issue.

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M’FARLAND ASKS FAIR PLAY 


Local Lightweight Puts Fight 
Up to Ad Wolgast. 


TAKES UP WEIGHT QUESTION 


Cites Many Bouts for Championship 
Where Men Sealed Above 133. 


In an effort to show that he ts sincere in his 
desire to meet Ad Wolgast., lightweight 
champion, Packey McFarland, the loca! 
lightweight and one of the dangerous con- 
tenders for the title, has issued a statement 
defending the stand he has taken in regard 
to the much mooted weight question. 

Wolgast will not consent to a match with 
Packey unless the latter makes 133 pounds 
ringside According to McFarland the rules 
do not state the lightweight limit and the 
south side Irishman has cited a number of 
cases where the title has been fought for at 
different weights. McFarland claims that 
only three fights ever have been held in 
America for the lightweight championship 
at the so-called lightweight limit, 133 pounds 
ringside. - 

Only Three Bouts at 133. 

These bouts were the two fights which 
Joe Gans and Battling Nélson had and the 
one which Nelson had with Wolgast. Mc- 
Farlard's statement follows: 

Any time my name is mentioned for a bout with 
gome boxer in the lightweight class a cry goes up 
of ‘133 pounds ringside.’ What right has any 
boxer to name that condition when discussing a 
match with me? What right has any boxer to 
gay that the limit of the lightweight class is 123 
pouncs ringside’? Who was it set 133 pounds 
ringside as the limit df the lightweight class, and 
what right had he to do so? 

Is there anything in the London or Queensberry 
rulés setting forth the Hmit at which the light- 
weight championship shali be contested? Not a 
s} liable. 

Then what are the boxers of today to be guided 
by ? Precedent? Very well. How many battles 
for the lightweight championship of America 
have been fought at 133 pounds ringside? ‘Three, 
all told. Two bouts between Joe Gans and Bat- 
tling Nelson and one between Ad Wolgast and 
Nelson. 

But as a matter of fact Gans was compelled to 
weigh with his trunks and shoes, so that he scaled 
131% pounds. That was a pound and a half below 
the so-called limit, and if a man cannot win the 
lightweight title at any weight above 133 ring- 
side, how can he lose it at less than that weight? 
It is a poor rule that will not work both ways. 


Cites Lightweight Fights. 

Let us take a look at previous bouts for the 
lightweight title. Jack McAuliffe defended the title 
from 135 to 138 pounds. Kid Lavigne originaily 
was a 153 pounder but he fought Dick Burge for 
the lightweight championship of the world in 
London at 138 pounds. 

When Lavigne lost the championship to Frank 
Erne at Buffalo, the weight as set by the champion 
was 155 at 3 p. m. Lavigne also fought McPart- 
land. Young Griffo, and numerous other men 
at considerably above the alleged lightweight limit 
of 133 pounds ringside. His bouts with McFad- 
den and other good men were at 135 or more. 

When Erne finally decided to take on Gans for a 
championship battle at Fort Erie, the champion 
made the weight 136 pounds at 7p.m. Then Gans, 
eager for the money accruing from a bout with 
Nelson, permitted the Battier to dictate 133 ring- 
side with shoes and trunks, which meant 131, 
in the ring. 

Wolgast, being a little chap, also sees the point. 
and wi!) not take on any dangerous man except 
at 133 ringside In a iong battle for the title. 

But notwithstanding the fact that McAuliffe 
Lavigne, and Gansywon and defended their titles 
at more than the s#@called limit of 183 pounds at 
the ringside, has any one ever questioned their 
right to the lightweight championship? 

Weight Bars Good Men. 

Conceding that the champions have dictated the 
weight in the past, should that be construed as an 
admission that the present day champions should 
be permitted to name a weight that bars a major- 
ity of the lightweights from the competition for 
the title? 

McAtliffe; Lavigne. Erne, and Gens met gel! 
comers at‘almost any desired weight, but the letter 
day champions seem to have only one idea, and that 
is to bar out a man who may be sixteen ounces 
above the alleged 153 pounds ringside. I will give 
or take two pounds from any man in the world. 
Why should not a champion do the same? Ieit not 
a fact that a man who insists of a weight that he 
knows will weaken an opponent seeks an unfair 
advantage? In order to assure absolute fair play. 
should not every men go into the ring ata weight 
which will enable him to do his best? 

I do not mean that any man should concede sev- 
eral pounds to an opponent, for that would be 
foolish; but I insist that a man who will not give 
or take two pounds seeks an unfair advantage. 

In conclusion, I insist that I have as good a right, 

far as the weight is concerned, to contest vs 
the lightweight title as any man in the world. 
have beaten a man who held the ight. 
weight title of England, and I believe defeat 
tne man who holés the American titht Let us 
have some fair play In the matter of weight.

Gray to Visit United States.

| Gray will pay a visit to the United States 
and Canada, playing in the principal cities 
with John Roberts. Roberts recently en- 
tered into an agreement with the Australian 
wonder to play with him for a period of 
eighteen months throughout the world, and 
they will soon be seen in London. 
| Gray is tall and thin and angular. He 
'‘ has a walk in approaching a table that re- 
minds one of nothifNg so much as a newly 
starched shirt front. To judge from his 
manner he is terribly self-conscious; to judge 
from his playing he is at perfect ease. Nothing 
seems to ruffle or excite him. People pass and 
repass in front of the table, arrive and de- 
part, talk and applaud, but he goes on com- 
piling his huge breaks with the unconcern of 
a veteran. : 


Boy Is Specialist. 

Gray has attained fame and progressed 
well on the road to fortune by specializing. 
By years of practice he has perfected one 
kind of billiard shot to such a point that, 
once having obtained his tavorite position, 
he can repeat this shot with bewildering ac- 
curacy. His method is to tuck the white 
ball away into some corner where it can be 
forgotten, then to maneuver the red ball into 
the middle of the table, just above the middle 
pockets, and to put the cue ball in, cff the 
red into either of the side pockets, bringing 
the red ball back into the same position 
every shot. 

In the English game such a stroke counts 
three, and to make a break of 1,000 by this 
method it is, therefore, necessary to repeat 
the stroke more than 333 times. While the 
accuracy of the play arouses admiration, it 
becomnes monotonous at times, and cannot 
be compared asa spectacle to the more varied 
play of men like Stevenson and Diggle. 


Tells How Heo Learned. 

How Gray attained this astonishing skill is 
revealed in a conversation I had with hima 
few days ago. 

* Practice,” said Gray in answer to my 
question as to how it was done. “ There is

I place the balls 
for each stroke, playing exactly the same 
shot hundreds of times over until I feel that 
t have mastered it. My father had his own 
theories of teaching, which I believe my 

success has prov ed to be correct. 

“When he began teaching Ine he made me 
play with one ball only, and for six months 
or more I did nothing but knock the cue bal! 
around ‘the table. When I had gained a rea- 
sonable contro! of the cue ball he introduced 
the red ball, and I spent many weeks master- 
ing the half ball fiatura! angle. Then fol- 
lowed equally long periods of practice de- 
voted entirely to other kinds of shots. For 
more than a year my father refused to allow 
me to play a game of billiards with an op- 


ponent. 
Father Is Teacher. 

‘My father taught me that stance, bridge, 
and cue delivery were the foundation of suc- 
| cess in billlards, and the more I play the 
more sure I am that he was right. Having 
obtained a perfect balance of the body, I 
bring my head down until it almost touches 
the cue, slightly bending my legs to do so. 


possible should be seen by the player, and 
that the cue should be held parallel with the 
table. Both of these objects are attained 
by getting as low as possible over the cue. 

“My bridge arm is extended as straight 
and as rigid as possible. I rest the tips of 
the four fingers and the ball of the thumb on 
the table and then throw a small amount of 
the weight of my body on the rest thus pro- 
My cue runs over the top of my 
thumb. I hold my cue with the first finger 
and thumb only. ae.I believe that that insures 
the minimum of restraint. 


Tells How to Fold Cue. 

“T aim with my cue. bringing my head so 
that the cue rune straight between the two 
eyes. I believe the less swinging of the cue 
in aiming the better. Personally, I aim, 
swing the cue twice to feel its weight, and 
then deliver the cue into the ball.” 

The ease with which Gray compiles his 
enormous breaks has caused talk in some 
quarters of a revision of the rules forbidding 
the stroke which is the basis of his game. 
As there is no trick about the stroke, and it 
depends entirely upon the skill of the player, 
it is difficult to see the justice of such a de-

Appleton. The Illinois department was rep- 
resented by Supt. F. W. Potter, Special At- 
torney Oscar B. Ryon, Actuary George Gra- 
ham, and Examiner Louis Pfouts. Mr. Pot- 
ter is prominent in the councils of the com- 
missioners, and is regarded as presidential 
timber at the coming annual meeting. 

The main question discussed was the fate 
of the uniform fraternal insurance bill in- 
troduced in most of the states. This bill for 
the greater regulation of fraternals was 
agreed upon at the last annual meeting of 
the commissioners after the question had 
been thoroughly thrashed out with the asso- 
ciated fraternities of America and the na- 
tional fraternal congress. While the officers 
of the big organizations were in favor of more 
permanent and scientific rates and a larger 
measure of state regulation, yet when the

He claims that the Illinois department 
got into an altercation with the old United States 
Life Endowment, an assessment association of Chi- 
cago, which was thrown into the hands of a re- 
ceiver. Inasmuch as the Western Life Indemnity 
took over the going risks of the assessment copctrn, 
Gen. Moulton accuses Supt. Potter of trying to 
embarrass his company. Mr. Potter says that the 
examination was made by the actuaries of two de- 
partments. President Moulton, he states, was 
given the opportunity of appearing before the com- 
missioners in Chicago, as to the report. He says 
that the actuaries ascertained that large sums had 
been paid to intermediaries for throwing the busi- 
ness of other assessment companies to the Western 
life Indemnity when they desired toretire. Mr. 
Potter holds that the officers of these retiring com- 
panies did not own them and any money paid as a 
commission should have gone to the members and 
not to the old officers and intermediaries. The re- 
port also accused the Western Indemnity of ¢om- 
promising many of its death claims instead of pay- 
ing them in full.
